Like That of Good Man Armed 
Who Wrongs aud Fears Nobody. 


McC lellan Statue 


ASHINGTON, May 
President in an address at the 
unvelling of a statue to George 
B. McClellan today characterized as 
weakness the measure for un- 
less it could be obtained on right 
terms. We would have none of the so- 
called peace if it were merely an- 
other word for self-indulgence for 
sloth, for timidity, for the avoidance 
of duty.” 

For the man who would do the best 
for his country in peace, the Presi- 
dent declared, is the man who at need 
will do well in war. 

“Seek the peace that comes to the 
Just man armed,” said the President, 
“who will dare to defend his rights if 
the need should arise. Seek the peace 
granted to him who will wrong no 
man and will not submit to wroeg in 
return. Seek the peace that comes to 
us as the peace of righteousness, the 
peace of justice. Ask peace by your 
deeds and your powers warrant you in 
maintaining it and do mot put your- 
self in the position te crave it as some- 
thing to be granted or withheld at the 

m of another. 

“If there is Another thing which we 
should wish as a nation to avoid, it is 
the teaching of those who would rein- 
force the lower prompting of our 
hearts and so teach us to seek only a 
life of effortless ease, of mere ma- 
terial comfort. The material develop- 
ment of this country, of which we 


have a right to be proud, if we keep 


our pride rational and within meas- 
ure, brings with it certain great dan- 
gers and one of those dangers is the 
confounding of cneans and ends, Ma- 
terial development means nothing to a 
nation as an end in itself, 

MUST STAND FOR IDEALS. | 

“If America is to stand simply for 
an accumulation of wealth for com- 
fort and luxury, then it will stand for 
little indeed, when looked at through 
the vistas of the ages. America will 
stand for much provided only that it 
treats material comfort, material lux- 
ury and the means for acquiring such 
as the foundation on which to build 
the real life, the life of spiritual and 
moral effort and achievement. 

“The rich man who has done noth- 
ing but accumulate riches is entitled 
to but the scantiest’ consideration, to 
the men of real power of discernment, 
he is an object rather of contempt 
than of envy. The test of a fortune 
should be twofold, how it was earned, 
and how it is spent. 

“The nation is but the aggregate of 
the individual, and what is true of 
»national life is and must be true of 
each of us in individual life. The 
man renders but a poor service to 
mation or individual who preaches 
rest, ease, absence of endeavor, as 
what that nation or that individual 
should strive after. Both you men 
who fought in blue and you others 
who fought in gray, as you look back 
at your lives through the years that 
you have passed, what is it in those 
years that you most glory in?—the 
times of ease, the times of fatness, 
the times when everything went 
smoothly with you? Of course, it ts 
not, because you are men, because you 
are moved by th spirit of men. What 
you glory in, what you hope will go 
down as undying memories to your 
children were tre things that were 
done in the days that brought liitle 
pleasure with them, save the grim 
consciousness of each man having 
done his duty as his duty needed to 
be done. Who among you now would 
barter the memories of the black 
years from 61 to 65 for any gift that 
could be given“ Not a man among 

ou. 

You have a right to feel a pride 
that none of your countrymen can 
feel, and vou wen the right because 
you sought not the path of ease, but 
‘tthe path of rough, disagreeable, irk- 
some and dangerous duty.” 

WOMEN SURPASS SOLDIERS. 

The President said that we are yet 
a good many thousand years short 
of the millenium. and our duty is to 
do our own duty and teach our chil- 
dren to do theirs in a rough work- 
aday world, “an4,” he said, “we can- 
not do that duty by fine phrases.“

When we speak of 
equaitiy let us try to realize in the 
spirit of Abraham Lincoln who point-

quently in the Antietam campaigns. 
Both sides of the pedestal are dec- 
orated with bronze trophies in relief, 
reprenseting cannon, flags, arms, etc.

L. W. Page, director of public roads 
under Secretary Wilson of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has written a 
letter to Secretary A. P. Fleming of 
the Good Roads Association, in which 
he states that he will send here on 
or before July 1 an engineer who will 
make a thorough study of the condi- 
tions relating to road construction and 
who will prepare a report recommend- 
ing a system to be followed in order 
to secure the best administration, con- 
struction and maintenance of the roads 
in Los Angeles county. 

FREE USE OF LABORATORY. 

The United States government will 
pay the expenses and salary of the 
@ngineer, and in addition to this, the 

vernment laboratory will be af the 

posal of the Los Angeles county of- 
Laboratory experts will make 
tests of road-building materials that 
may be found along the way, and will 
recommend such as they deem most fit. 
The local association has been quick’ 
to avail itself of the services of this 
engineer. He has been requested to 
come here about July 1, when the 
project will be far enough advanced 
for him to begin his work. 
Nhe new law under which the peo- 


ties will proceed is simple in its terms 
and is easy of applicatiin. It pro- 
vides that when a petition of 10 per 
cent. of the freehold electors of the 
county is presented to the Board of 
Supervisors, they may appdint a high- 
way commission of three members. 
“Freehold electors” not only means 
voters; they also must be holders of 
real estate. 

Members of the commission are te 
serve for two years. The expenses of 
the body are to be paid from the gen- 
eral fund of the county until the ques- 
tion of bonds for the building of roads 
is submitted to the people. Should 
the bonds fail to carry, the commis- 
sion is to eng its existence forthwith. 


WORK OF COMMISSION, 
Upon their appointment, the mem- 
bers of the commission are required 
to give bonds and to proceed to in- 
quire int@ the condition of the high- 


map showing the public highways and 
their connections. The Supervisors 


may supply an engineer to furnish in- 


formation as to construction, materials 
and other matters. This probably will 
not be necessary, however, in view of 
the assistance proffered by the Fed- 
eral government. 

In a report to be filed with the Su- 
pervisors, the commission is to show 
by their tePmini the main public high- 
Ways suggested for improvement, an 
estimate of the cost thereof, the 
amount to be raised by bonds, and to 


pray that an election be called for the 
issuance of bonds. At this election the 
people will decide whether or not they | 
approve the project. If they do not, | 
the entire matter ceases right there. | 
The Supervisors may refer the matter 
back to the commission prior to the 
election, however, for such changes as 
may be deemed desirable. 
All work must finally be approved, 


by the Board of Supervisors and all 
money paid ouf must be by order of 
the highway commission. All surveys 
must be approved by the County Sur- 
veyor. 

The funds yoted must be devoted ex- 
clusively to highway improvement 
under the report of the commission. 
In other ways the interests of the tax- 
payers are safeguarded. | 

All improvements are to be of a 
durable and lasting kind. The macad- 
amiged or paved portion of a road is 
not to exceed sixteen feet, unless do- 
nations be 
width. No steam, electric or other 
railway is to be permitted on the im- 
proved highway. 

These, in general, are the main fea- 
tures of the law which has met with 
the favor of the Governor and of the 
various counties interested in high- 
way improvement. It is declared to be 
the best ever devised for the purpose. 
The wheels have been started at pub- 
Yc meetings in Los Angeles, at the re- 
cent notable banquet in Riverside, and 
at a banquet at Pasadena last night.

SANTA CRUZ DELEGATION TO 
VISIT LOS ANGELES. 
— — 
With Band and Special Train, 
Souvenirs and Enthusiasm They 
Propose to Advertise the Glories 
of Their Northern Coast Resort. 
Also Want to Learn New Methods. 


Southern California is soon to be in- 
vaded by a friendly army of enthusias- 
tic Santa Cruz citizens. They will 
come with biare of trumpets, noisy 
greetings and a spirit of good jcllow- 
ship. These men of Santa Cruz have 
doubled the size of their city in four 
years, and have recently expended 
$500,000 in providing a new pleasure 
casino which will be dedicated this 
summer. They feel so elated over these 
achievements and the bright prospects 
for others equally important that they 
wish to tell their neighbors in this sec- 
tion of California about it and to fos- 
ter more intimate and more friendly 
relations with Los Angeles and other 
cities. 

Charlies J. Anderson and J. W. An- 
derson were in the city yesterday mak- 
ing tions for the stay in Los 
Angeles, and to explain to Mayor Har- 
per and others the purposes of the pil- 
grimage southward. 

The delegation from the northerr 
coast city will number thirt men, and 
will include members of the City Coun- 
cil, Board of Trade, and other 
citizens. They have arranged for @ 
special train of two Pul'man cars and 
a baggage car. The train will leave 
Santa Cruz May 7, and will visit twenty 
California cities, with an unvarying 
programme to be carried out in each 
place. They will arrive in Los An- 
geles at 11 o’clock a.m., May 12, and 
will stay here three days. 

Their advent will be tacular. 
Headed by the Third Artillery Band, 
which has been engaged for the occa- 
sion, the party will form in line and 
march through the principal streets of 
the city. The members of the delega- 
tion will be jauntily clad, as befits the 
representatives of so thriving a city as 
Santa Cruz, and will be well supplied 
with souvenirs which they will dis- 
tribute broadcast along the route of 
parade. The first call will be made on 
Mayor Harper. His Honor will be ser- 
enaded by the band, and an exchange 
of greetings and felicitations will fol- 
low. Then the newspaper offices and 
various public institutions will be vis- 
ited. 

In the afternoon a number of the 
citizens of Los Angeles will be enter-, 
tained in the dining car of the train at 
luncheon, and more speeches and ex- 
pressions of good will and mutual es- 
teem will be in order. 

Some time during the stay of the 
delegation in the city a big meeting 
for the public will be arranged at 
Westlake Park, the Chutes, or some 
other suitable place. At this time a 
concert will be given by the visiting 
band, views of the beautiful spots in 
and around Santa Cruz will be shown, 
and the men of Santa Cruz will ex- 
plain how and why their town is grow- 
ing so fast. 

The purpose of the visit is to estab- 
lish a feeling of cordiality between the 
people of the northern and southern 
sections of the State, and to advertise 
the attractions of Santa Cruz. 

The new Casino building, which is in 
process of construction at Santa Cruz, 
represents an outlay of fully $500,000. 
Four hundred workmen are now em- 
ployed on the building, and it is ex- 
pected that everything will be in read!- 
ness for the dedication on June 2, 
which marks the opening of the Santa 
Cruz summer season. The building, of 
which the people of the city are justly 
proud, contains an immer combina- 
tion theater, ballroom and convention 
hall, veranda gardens, roof garden, 
emporium and other departments, aud 
a magnificient bathing ‘pavilion. There 
are many other new and wonderful at- 
tractions at the resort, and during the 
visit of the Santa Cruz delegation the 
people of this city will have an oppor- 
tunity to learn all about them.

City Auditor Mushet's investigation 
of the city’s expenditures is beginning 
to bear fruit.

There have been over- payments dur- 
ing the last six months in almost 
every city department. Thc most fla- 


grant single instance is in the audit- 


ing department. According to the 
opinion rendered by the City Attor- 
ney, former Assistant Auditor Bost- 
wick was over-paid during the last 
six months of 1906 about 35600. 

There were over- payments in the 
Tax Collector's office, in the Treasaur- 
er's office and in the City Clerk's of- 
fice. The aggregate of these is about 
$3000. Over-payments in all depart- 
ments during the last two years 
amounts to about $12,000 A portion 
of this is for “extras.” At one time 
deputies in the City Hall drew a res- 
mar salary from the Assessor's office 
and almost an equal amount in ex- 
Kras from the Clerk's office and Tax 
Collector's office. All these extras“ 
have been declared legal, and the 
city may take action to recover. 

No attempt will be made this month 
to take over-payments from the de- 
mands of city employés. They will 
be allowed thirty days’ time in which 
te come forward and make a volun- 
tary restitution. The delinquents will 
be likely to receive abbreviated de- 
mands at the first of next month. 

In cases where persons receiving 
pver-payments have left the city's 
employ, an attempt will be made to 
secure refund by civil suits. 

Among those whose demands have 
been shrunk by the Auditor are the 
four clerks in the Police Courts. These 
clerks expect to receive $175 a month 
each; this is the compensation named 
in a recent act of the Legislature. 
City Attorney Hewitt prepared an 
opinion yesterday to the effect that 
the act of the Legislature this vear, 
and in 1903 as well, was defective. 
Under this ruling the clerks can re- 
ceive but the $125 a month named in 
the act of 1901. City Auditor Mushet 
said last night that he cannot approve 
the demands for more than that 


sum. 

City Auditor Mushet has now asked 
the City Attorney whether it is his 
duty to collect the over-payments for 
the Police Court clerks. The charter 
provides that the city shall make no 
payment in money to any person unt! 
that person's indebtedness to the city, 
if any. has been deducted from the 
bill, If the City Attorney gives an 
affirmative answer there will be short 
pickings for several months among 
the Police Court clerks. 

This part of the investigation is 
but the first chapter. The Auditor is 
turning his attention first to collect- 
ing money due the city from its own 
employés. This will be followed by 
a careful scrutiny of all payments un-

Giant Negro, Accused of Many 
Crimes, Testifies That Detectives 
Gave Him Whisky te Loosen His 
Tongue and Induce Him te Admit 
His Guilt—Says He's Innocent. 


On the witness stand yesterday, in 
his trial on one of two charges of 
burglary placed egainst him, James G. 
Fleenor sought to impress the jury 
with his innocence, in spite of the 
confession secured from him by the 
police. 

His effort to secure freedom by ac- 
quittal of the charges was in marked 
contrast with bis struggle for free- 
dom, in company with murderer Ern- 
est Stackpole and Frank Borne, three 
weeks ago. Seated in the witness 
chair, talking in a soft, grieved voice 
of the means he said the police 
taken to force him to 


break. 

“They took mo down to Capt. Flam- 
mers office.” testified the accused, 
speaking of the day after his arrest 
and lodgment in the City Jail, “and 
asked me for a description of the two 
men 1 had got the box of jewelry 
from. Then ther took me to my of- 
fice in a hack. Before we started, the 
captain said to Jones, Here is $5 for 
the expenses of your trip 
nor.“ 

“We stopped on the way and had 
two or three drinks. In one of the 
saloons they charged fifty cents for 
my drink because [ am a colored man. 
When we got to the office I tried 
to find the telephone number of the 
men I had got the jewelry from. I 
thought 1 found it, and gave it to 
them. 

“The next day Boyd came to my 
cell and said we were going to the 
office again. He gave me a sample 
bottle of whisky. We went to the of- 
fice and hunted among my papers. I 
found another telephone number 
which I thought might be the one the 
men had given me. On the way back 
we stopped at Winston and Main 
streets and got a drink. I had a glass 
of whiskey and a giass of beer. 

“On the fourth day of my a 
they came together, and brought me 
a bottle of whisky. They said they 
had found the house where that tele- 
phone number was, and they were go- 
ing out there. 

“Next morning they came to see me 
again. They didn’t bring any whisky. 
Jones said: ‘Old man, it looks dark 
for you. They'li stick you for this. 
We believe what you told us, but you 
couldn't make a jury leve that. 
You've got to find these people or 
stand for it yourself.’ 

“They took me down in the office 
again, and said to me: ‘You stand for 
this like we teil vou. and you won't 
get near so long" Jones was laugh- 
ing, and I asked him what he was 
laughing at. He said: ‘I'm laughing 
at the way you strung us. There's 
no white man and colored man lives 
in that house. There's a woman lives 
there that we kon.“ 

„Boyd said he was darned tired of 
it. and that I had to clean on it or 
take it on myself. ‘If you take it on 
yourself, there'll be only one or two 
charges put against you, but if you 
don't they'll keep sticking them on 
you. That jeweiry you had came from 


and you'll get a light sentence. 

“after I came up here and pleaded 
not guilty, they told me I'd done the 
thing wrong. and that ff I'd plead 
guilty, like they told me. I'd have got 
only four or five years. They said 
they would have gone to the County 
Attorney, and very little would have 
been done to me.

Detectives Boyd and Jones admitted 
that they had bought Fleenor drinks 
on two or three cecasions, but dented 
that they had taken any to his cell.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC FAILS. 

IN SUIT AGAINST ARNOLD. 

In a written opinion handed down 
yesterday Judge Bordwell decides in 
favor of the defendant in a suit by 
which the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company sought to recover 160 acres 
of land or $1280 from George L. Ar- 
nold. 

The property over which the suit 

was brought was purchased from the 
company in 1891, for $1600, to be paid 
on condition that the company could 
give a patent to the land, over which 
there was litigation between the South- 
ern Pacific company and the United 
States government. In the agreement 
it was stipulated that the purchaser 
should do nothing to prevent the 
Southern Pacific from securing govern- 
ment patent to the land. 
When the land suits had been decided 
against the railroad, Arnold filed 
on the quarter section in the United 
States Land Office, an act which the 
plaintiff in the present action held to 
be a violation of the contract. Judge 
Bordwell, however, held that the con- 
tract expired when it transpired that 
the railroad company could not give a 
patent to the purchaser, and that the 
latter was free to act as he did. 


BILLBOARDER ARRESTED. 


Police Begin Crusade Against Violators 
of City Ordinance—City Prose- 
' cutor Helps. 


Billboard ordinance violators are to 
be arrested in accordance with a cru- 
sade, which has deen begun by the 
police, who are assisted by the City 
Prosecutor. Information that many 
persons are taking advantage of the 
promised test case, which is to be ar- 
gutted shortly before Justice Chambers, 
and are erecting billboards wherever 
the opportunity offers, has decided the 
authorities to take immediate action. 

A. Mortensun, who erected a bill- 

board, it is charged, at the corner of 
Sixteenth street and Oxford avenue, 
will be arrested on a warrant charg- 
ing him with violating the billboard 
ordinance. Mortesun is the latest vic- 
tim of the crusade against the ugly 
board stens. 
According to Assistant City Prose- 
ecutor Adcock, the test case will be a 
fizzie. Mr. Adcock declares the ordi- 
nance is valid, and says he will con- 
tinue to issue warrants for those who 
are defying the law. 

Several of the billboard advertising 
firms of the city have banded togeth- 
er for the purpose of testing the va- 
iidity of the ordinance. The case will 
be bitterly fought, and an effort will 
be made to have the ordinance re- 
pealed.

NOBODY TO BLAME? 


Some weeks ago Los Angeles 
was horrified by a railroad wreck at 
the city’s gate that sent a number of 


persons to their death and was clear- 


ly caused by the gross negligence of 
some one. The Coroner's jury de- 
cided that the persons to blame were 
the engineer and conductor of the 
Overland Limited. They were arrest- 


Jed and taken before a magistrate 


tody, the court holding that the evi- 
dence did not justify the allegation. 
Without expressing any opinion as 
to whether the accused men could, 
under the law, be held guilty of man- 
slaughter, The Times regrets that the 
case is not to be carried before a 
higher tribunal and the law tested 
in the Superior Court. If the law is 
defective, a movement should be 
started to have the Legislature amend 
it so as to cover such cases. If the re- 
sponsibility rests not upon the ac- 
cused men, it certainly rests some- 
where, and upon some individual or 
individuals, not on “the company,” a 
convenient scapegoat for all delin- 
quencies. There was absolutely no 
excuse for the wreck. ‘ 

The facts are undisputed. The dis- 
patcher’s orders were that the Over- 
land was to take a side track at tower 
No. 1, which was reached just before 
the crossing of the bridge on which 
the collision occurred. It is also es- 
tablished that the Overland was sent 
out to meet the incoming special, 
when a few minutes’ wait at the 
depot would have rendered the col- 
lision impossible. It is also plain that 
the engineer ran by his orders and 
entered upon the bridge without tak- 
ing the side track as directed, what- 
ever may have been his reason for so 
doing or however excusable it may 
have been. 

There was also evidence to show 
that the conductor did not know where 
tower No. 1 was and that he so ac- 
knowledged before starting. There 
Was some excuse for thf®® ignorance. 
Purther, the train left La Grande Sta- 
tion before the order had been com- 
municated to the brakemen, who might 
perhaps have been able to have avert- 
ed the disaster had they known the 
orders. 
The evidence tends to show a de- 
plorable lack of discipline, and in- 
dicates defects in the rules govern- 
ing train movements. Of course, 
trainmen cannot be held responsible 
for the company's rules, but there

One point made by Justice Stevens 
in his decision is worthy of earnest 
consideration and that is his reference 
to the double duty of collecting tick- 
ets and superintending the train which 
now devolves upon passenger con- 
ductors.

ON’T WORRY ABOUT PHE

men of the United States army in 
1906 deposited with the paymaster 
savings amounting to $1,495,228. Dit- 
vided among 54,260 men the average 
would be $29, but, of course, there are 
those. who save nothing and those 
who save much. Under the law only 
sums of $5 or more can be deposited. 
The pay of a private is $13 a month 
for the first two years, after which it 
increases a dollar a month for each 
additional year’s service. An increase 
of 20 per cent. goes to all serving in 
the Philippines and non-commissioned 
Officers get more. Some, too, earn 
extra money by working for their of- 
ficers; but while few indeed are those 
who get $20 a month in cash, many 
a man bas come out with $250 
or $300 to his credit after one enlist- 
ment and thus obtained a start in 
civil life. 

Since the enactment of the law of 
1872 the total deposits have amounted 
to $27,789,553, and discharged  sol- 
diers have received $1,582,993 in inter- 
est on deposits withdrawn. There re- 
mains on deposit with the Paymaster- 
General the sum of $2,911,737. De- 
posits bear 4 per cent. interest and 
can be withdrawn only at discharge. 
Last year $1,168,236 was repaid to 
men taking their discharge. Interest 
on this amounted to $70,112. 

The United States soldier is the best 
paid by far in the world. Prior to 
the Boer war the British regular got 
from $5 to $8 a month and bought 
most Of his rations. When the Im- 
perial Yeomanry went to South Africa 
and fought side by side with the reg- 
ulars they were given about five times 
as much and the outcry that this 
raised in England brought about a 
big change. Today Tommy Atkins 
gets about 40 shillings or $9.60 a 
month after the first six months, the 
quality of his rations has improved 
and a larger proportion is furnished 
free. But when the deductions for ra- 
tions not furnished are made, Tom- 
my's pay becomes small beside the 
American's. For this reason not a 
few have deserted and come to Amer- 
ica to serve Uncle Sam.

WANT CANNERY OPENED. 


Santa Ana Citizens Will Bring Suit 


to Determine Rights—Property 
Muddie Cause of Woe. 

SANTA ANA, May 2.—Suit is to be 
brought in the Superior Court against 
the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation to reclaim the equity right of 
a large number of Santa Ana citizens 
and business houses, who a few years 
ago subscribed $5800 for the purchase 
of a cannery site and as bonus to the 
Cutting Fruit Packing Company. W. 
M. Smart, secretary of the- Santiago 
Orange Growers’ Association, has been 
made assignee of a large share of the 
persons who subscribed to the $5800, 
and last night the Chamber of Com- 
merce assigned to Smart its contract 
with the Cutting Fruit Packing Com- 
pany. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the 
citizens generally worked for many 
months getting the cannery fund. The 
Cutting Fruit Packing Company ran 
the big establishment, which was sit- 
vated between First and Second 
streets, adjoining the Southern Pacific 
tracks, for a short while only and then 
sold out to the California Fruit Can- 
ners’ Association. This association 
abandoned the plant, which has been 
idle several years. At times promises 
have been given to reopen the can- 
nery, but none has faith in the prom- 
ises. While it is recognized that the 
deed to the property was given with- 
out the reservations it ought to have 
had for the safety of the public, legal 
advisers say that the people who sub- 
scribed to the site and the bonus have 
a certain right in the contract that 
the courts will recognize. 

Smart agrees with those whose 
claims he holds that he will stand the 
costs of the suit. Associated with him 
are Judge Stuteman of Tustin and W. 
H. Spurgeon of this city. It is under- 
stood that Smart hopes ultimately to 
turn the idle buildings into a packing- 
house.

He be- 
lieves that Fullerton is ut least 150 
cars behind. According to his easti- 
mate, local growers are, up to date, 
out over $60,000, the value of 150 cars 
at only $1 a box, though he says most 
of this frult may be moved later.

CRYSTAL PURE. 


MAYOR HARPER REFUTES LIES 
OF THE KNOCKERS. 


Assures Members of University Im- 
provement Association of His Con- 
fidence in the Great Water Project. 
Strong Resolutions Adopted in 
Favor of Bond Election. 


Mayor Harper delivered first-hand 
information regarding the Owens 
River project to the University Im- 
provement Association last night. 
After starting the wheels of Made in 


rustee for] Southern California Exposition,” ine 


and Mrs. Harper attended the meeting 
of the association in the university 
chapel and the Mayor made an infor- 
mal talk to the large number present. 
“The nearest thing to my heart is 
this Owens River project, and I want 
you all to work for it” said he. 
“When I went up there I intended to 
see every portion of the valley. and 
I accomplished it. There isn’t a steam 


1 flowing there that I didn’t see. A 


thousand feet above the site of the 
proposed dam the river is sixty feet 
wide and three feet deep, and so rapid 
it was unsafe to cross. It 

16,000 miner’s inches at the head of 
the river. 

The proposed reservoir will hold 
enough water to give 20,000 inches per 
day for one year if none ran into it. 
We crossed between thirty and forty 
streams and we have some title in all 
of them. 

“And this water is as pure as crys- 
tal—there is no truth in the state- 
ments of a certain evening paper in 


this respect. The largest sp is 
Black Rock Spring—the prettiest thing 
I ever saw of the kind; it has a flow 


of 1000 inches. Many chemists have 
analyzed it. Prof. Hilgard says it is 
the purest water he ever examined. 
“It doesn't take the hide or hair off 
a horse,” remarked the Mayor drily, 
“as one of the — papers has 
said. The springs are all ; there 
is no bad water there—there cannot 
be, as it comes from pure snow. With 
Fred Eaton, Engineers Dockweller 
and Mulholland and a reporter from 
The Times, we climbed the top of one 
of those mountains and ked over 
the whole watershed. Any one who 
would stand where we did could not 
doubt the adequacy of the supply. 
“Most people of the valley feel that 
the city will help them. Los Ange- 
les will give them an outlet to the 
world, and they are now practically 
bottled up. We need what 
and they need us. Some of them have 
too much water and will raise better 
crops if we take three-fourths of it 
away. 

“You may have read about the sand 
blowing and filling the aqueduct; I 
want to say I have mined up there and 
never saw sand blow so it would fill 
up a ditch eleven feet wide and ten 
feet deep.“ 

After further remarks on the water 
subject the Mayor expressed his satis- 
faction over the work the improve- 
ment association is doing. 

“Here you can crystallize the senti- 
ment of your ward. You know what 
you want and you can help your 
Mayor and Councilman. I wish there 
were more of them in the city.” 

The: Mayor received a hearty ova- 
tion at the close of his remarks, and 
to further strengthen the position of 
the association resolutions ‘were 
adopted declaring in favor of the 
Owens River project, expressing con- 
fidence in the ability and the honesty 
of purpose of the Mayor, Council, and 
Board of Public Works, and pledging 
support to the proposition which will 
come to a vote June 12. 

The early paving of Jefferson street 
was declared to be an assured fact by 
the Paving Committee and in this con- 
nection the organization commended 
the persistent efforts of Councilman 
Wallace, and he received a “hand” 
when one member declared he should 
have office as long as he cares for it.
